MORTGAGE ON NENAGH

THREE QUESTIONS FOR 
DECISION, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the case of the Munster and Leinster 
Bank v. Kirwan | 

Mr. Corbett (instructed by Messrs, James 
O’Brien and Co.) on behalf of the plaintiffs, 
the Munster and Leinster Bank, stated that 
the case came before his Lordship on a 
memérandum of the Chief Clerk for the deci- 
sion of the question whether the plaintiffs 
had got a good mortgage on the licensed 
wremises, No. 20 Silver street, Nenagh, Co. 
Tipperary, by reason of the equitable . de- 
posit of certain documents. 

By an order dated 15th December, 1994, 
the plaintiffs were declared entitled to an 
equitable mortgage on the defendant's in- 
terest, in the Soda No. 19 Silver 
(now Connolly street), and the licensed 
house No. 20 Silver street, in the town of 
Nenagh. Both houses had been sold in Court 
for £00 each, and the entire purchase money 
was in Court. 

The house No. 19 was held in fee-simple, 
and no question arose before the Chief Clerk 
concerning it, On the inguiry as to in- 
cumbrances, certain facts were disclosed con- 
cerning No. 20, which was held by the 
defendant on a lease which expired on the 
6th July, 1922. The defendant deposited 
with the plaeintifis (amongst other docu- 
ments) the counterpart of the expired lease, 
which he had borrowed from the lessor, to 
secure his debt to them. 

When the defendant, Kirwan, got the 
counterpart of the lease from the lessor, who 
had net got the original at the time, he de- 
posited it with the Bank along with other 
documents; and the counterpart was put 
aside then, the Bank never having examined 
it to ascertain whether it was the original 
lease. ‘The plaintiffs had recently given up 
the counterpart to the lessor at his request. 
The defendant had remained in possession of 
the premises on the same terms as appeared 
in the lease after it had expired. 

On the 19th December, 1923, Michael Bergin 
obtained a judgment against the defendant 
for £96 15s. 6d. and costs, which was on 
the 2nd February, 1924, registered as a 
judgment mortgage affecting both houses, 
which was admitted to be puisne to the 
plaintiff's equitable mortagage on No. 19 
Silver street. But in respect of No, 20 §il- 
ver street the questions for the decision of 
the Court were:—(1) Did the equitable mort- 
gage affect No, 2 Silver street at all; (2) 
if so, did it become inoperative when the 
plaintiffs gave up the counterpart lease; (5) 
if the judgment mortgage mentioned was a 
first charge on the proceeds of the sale of 
No. 20, have the plaintiffs any charge on the 
balance of the proceeds of the sale.

DIVIDEND FUNDS LIEN 
WITHDRAWN. 


STOCKHOLM, November 15. 

The Tax Commissioners have decided to 
remove the lien which they had previously 
placed upon the dividend money now 
accruing for payment to Messrs. Higginson 
for account of English shareholders in the 
Swedish Match Trust, the reason given for 
this being that they have received a 
certificate from chartered acgguntants show- 
ing that during the period in question 
Messrs. Higginson did not possess any shares 
in the Match Trust, and that they, therefore, 
found it reasonable to raise the embargo. 

The question, however, of the taxation of 
foreign shareholders in the Match Trust still 
stands where it was. Some of the names 
have been obtained; but the amount relating 
to those known is not more than 300,900 
Swedish crowns, only a mere fraetion of the 
dividend ayment which went to England. 
Further efforts are now to be made, in order 
to get as many of these shareholders taxed 
this year ae possible. Messrs. Higginson’s 
own amount of tax for the current year has 
been fixed at about 12,000 Swedish crowns, 
which corresponds to the amount of dividend 
in the Match Trust which they have drawn 
for their own account.—({Reuter.)

Giving evidence yesterday afternoon at 
a sitting of the Commission en Technical 
Education in Dublin, Mr. Joseph Hanly, 
General Organising Inspector of Rural 
Science, Departmeyt of Education, dealt 
with post-primary non-vocational educa- 
tion for rural areas. 

Owing to irregularity of attendance and 
other causes primary education, he said, 
had not been as fruitful as it might other- 
wise be, and it had produced thousands of 
young people throughout the country at 
the age of 18 or 20 years almost in a state 
of illiteracy. These young people felt that 
they were backward; were easily dis- 
couraged, and difficult to advance, and 
their greatest ambition, if they had any, 
was to improve their capacity. to read and 
write. a 

He had no doubt that this class would 
respond to sympathetic and suitablg treat- 
ment. Perhaps, a more important class 
consisted of those who had reached a fair 
standard of education, and were anxious 
not only to advance their general educa- 
tion, but to learn facts and principles, 
either mental or manual, that had a direct 
bearing on the affairs of life.

OBJECTS IN TEACHING RURAL 
SCIENCE. 


Mr. Hanly mentioned that rural science 
was ragga Í taught in approximately 2,000 
schools, about one-half being boys’ schools, 
and the remainder girls’ or mixed schools 
under female principals; ‘Lhe objects in 
teaching rural science in the primary schools, 
he said, were to practically associate ele- 
mentary education with the facts of life. to 
develop observation and interest in the things 
of nature, and incidentally to lay a practical 
foundation for more extended non-vocational 
and also vocational teaching later on. Kura! 
science in the primary school was in no sense 
vocational. : 

A COMPREHENSIVE SCHEME. 

The want of post-primary education in rural 
areas no doubt contributed to a considerable 
extent to the almost universal tendency 
among rural dwellers to flock to urban 
centres, and to remedy this defect a compre- 
hensive scheme of post-primary education in 
rural districts was required, 

The speaker went on to refer to the County 
Monaghan Joint ‘echnical Instruction Com- 
mittee’s scheme of evening continuation 
classes throughout the county for young 
pose from the age of 14 years upwards. 
Vith the tentetive approval of the Ministry 
of Education, the scheme was put into opera- 
tion in November, 1924. ‘lwo teachers were 
employed, and clagses were conducted at ten 
centres for two evenings per week at each 
centre. The subjects taught were Irish, 
English, applied arithmetic and rural science.

FACTORY. 


WORK TO BEGIN THIS 
WEEK. 
From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Sugar will be manufactured in the 
newly-built Carlow factory this week, 
Work will actually start either to-morrow 
or on Thursday, The official opening of 
the factory has been deferred until the 
beginning of December, when every build. 
ing will be complete and all of the 
machinery in operation. a 

Already large quantities of sugar-beet 
have been delivered at tlie factory by rail, 
road and water. Yesterday the quantity 
on the premises was about 3,000 tons, and 
the roots made an imposing heap as they 
were unloaded into the flumes. Consign- 
ments from growers in Wexford, Leix and 
Tipperary, to mention only a few, when 
tested in the laboratory have given a sugar 
content of 17.4, 18.8, 18.7, 18.3, and 20.2, 
so that the average for the whole of the 
beet-growing area is certain to be high. 
This yesult in the initial year of the 
enterprise is certain to encourage an ex- 
tension in the area under sugar-beet, 
because a high percentage of sugar means 
a better cash return for the farmer. This 
will be all to the good at a time when 
most farm crops are not remunerative if¢ 
sold directly off the farm. Sugar-beet has 
the advantage of being a cash crop, which 
leaves a valuable residue suitable for stock- 
feeding; and for that reason, sinve it has 
Woved successful under ordinary field 
conditions, will doubtless be more gener- 
ally grown in future. ! 

NINE DISTRICTS. 

The beet-growing area is divided into 
nine districts, with a loading agent in 
charge of each. Through these agents 


arrangements are made for the despatch of} 


reguiar lots of sugar-beet to the factory, 
The idea is to have a definite quantity 
arriving each day so that the factory may 
be kept going night and day during the 
season. 

In view of the importance of the inland 
fisheries it is of interest to note that the 
Irish Sugay Manufacturing Co., Litd., 
have taken every precaution against the 
pollution of the Barrow. The water uséd 
for washing the beet is conveyed through 
large pipes to fields on the ather side of 
the rivér. Here the sediment sinks to 
the ground, and the water is discharged 
into the river half-a-mile away. There is 
another part of the property where the 
water containing organic matter is 
deposited. This is mixed with a quantity 
of lime, and is disposed of in such a way 
that there is no danger of polluting the 
river, i 

It is believed that from eight to ten 
thousand tons of sugar-beet per week will 
be used when the factory is in full work. 
Although everything essential is in readi- 
ness for this week's opening, there are 
portions of the premises which resemble 
an industrial exhibition a few days before 
it is opened to the public. Workmen are 
busy everywhere—on the ground, in the 
buildings, and on steel carrier frames. At 
the principal railway stations cartloads of 
beet are being steadily loaded in wagons, 
and at the Carlow company’s siding con- 
signments of the sugar-yielding root are

The repeal of the existing laws relating 

to patents, designs, trade marks and copy- 
right, and the setting up of a new statute 
to deal with these matters, are provided 
for in the Industrial and Commercial 
Property (Protection) Bill, which has been 
read a first time in the Dail. The bill is 
described as “an Act to make provision 
for the granting of patents for inventions, 
the registration of designs and trade 
marks, and the definition and protection 
of copyright in Saorstat Eireann." 
The measure, a voluminous document 
of seventy-six pages, virtually re-enacts 
retrospectively the legislation on these 
matters existing at the time of the Treaty, 
includes recent judicial decisions in con- 
nection with them, and bridges the gap 
from the signing of the Treaty up to the 
present. A bill on the same lines was 
introduced last year, and was, after some 
discussion, referred to a Joint Committee 
of the Dail and the Senate, of which Mr. 
S. L. Brown, K.C., was the Chairman.

THE BILL.

CHIEF PROVISIONS. 

The original bill was scrapped, and the 
present one is based upon the recommenda- 
tions made in the Joint Committee s report 
ta the Oireachtas. It provides for— 

(1) An Industrial and Commercial Property 
Registration Office, with a Patents Branch, 
and a Designs and Trade Marks Branch, 
under the control of a Comptroller of Indus- 
trial and Commercial Property, to be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Council, and an 
illustrated periodical, to be called the 


Property. 

(2) Method of applying for patents; 
fraudulent applications; the term of a patent, 
which shall be sixteen years; restoration of 
lapsed patents; amendment of specifications 
and their revocation; prevention of the abuse 
of monopoly rights, and penalties for the in- 
fringement of patent rights. 

(á) Copyright in registered designs, and 
the prohibition of infringement of such de- 
signs. 

(4) Registration of trade marks, and means 
for dealing with rival claims to identical 
marks, and prosecution for misuse of trade 
marks indicative of Irish origin. 

(5) Copyright in books, musical composi- 
tions, records and perforated rolls, and 
artistic works; and civil remedies for the 
infringement of such copyright. 

PATENT RIGHTS. 

An important provision of the bill is that 
in cases where an application was. made for 
& patent or protection in respect of an in- 
vention after December 6th, 1921, the ap- 
plicant shall be entitled to apply within a 
year after the passing of the present bill 
for a patent in respect of the same invention, 
and the application shall be treated as having 
been made on the date of the first ere 
tion. Provision is also made for the re- 
vocation of patents or protection for the 
same invention when it can be proved by 
the applicant hat his application was made 
at an earlier date after December 6th, 1921. 
The right of appeal to the Law Officer is 
provided for from decisions of the Comptroller 
in regard to revocation.

Thirty Years of Motoring. 


Just thirty years ago an event took 
place which marked the definite arrival 
of the motor car as a practical road 
vehicle. Already the mechanically driven 
carriage had been exhibited at shows and 
applauded as an ingenious toy; but on 
November 15th, 1896, about a score of 
motor cars ran from London to Brighton. 
One of the vehicles which took part in 
that remarkable run was driven through 
Condon last Tuesday in fhe Lord Mayor’s 
procession, and Londoners had the oppor- 
tunity to contemplate the ‘‘ horseless 
earriage’’ which stood. in the same 
relation to the cars that throng the 
streets to-day as Kohippus to the true 
horse. Appropriately to the thirtieth 
birthday of the woad car, Mr. H. 0. 


‘Duncan has published in Paris a great 


volume, ''The World on Wheels,’’ in 
which hundreds .of photographs _ illus- 
trating the development of the car are 
reproduced. So far back as the middle of | 
the last century steam carriages were con- 
trived, and the passengers sat on either 
side of huge boilers. .These cumbrous and 


smoky vehicles were unfitted for survival,

War on Blackberries. 


It is said that on the West coast of 
Southern New Zealand there is only one 
blackberry bush—but that this bush is 
two hundred miles long. With us the 
blackberry is. one of the most delightful 
of wild fruits. It affords a hedge to many 
a country road, and grows modestly in 
bushes in wild corners of the heath. It 
is always welcome. Transferred to New 
Zealand, like the rabbit to Australia, it 
has developed into a pest. It multiplies 
and spreads as rapidly as the golden gorse 
weed in Ireland. In the New Zealand 
Parliament a speaker recently said: “1 
know of country towns where blackberries 
are growing in the main streets.” During 
the. las® few. years the blackberry has 
invaded nearly 100,000 acres of valuable 
dairying land, and thousands of pounds 


it—all in vain.. War upon the fruitful 
bramble has been declared. The Empire 
Marketing Board has guaranteed £2,000 
a year for five years, and: the New Zealand 
Government and the Cawthron Institute 
at’ Nelson have promised £1,000 a year 
each for the purpose of suppressing this 
menace to the dairy farms of the 
Antipodes. The campaign will be con- 
ducted on lines approved by the New 
Zealand Research Council, and the first 
attack will be made by means of insects 
sent to New Zealand to eat up the seeding 
blackberries. It will be interesting to 
watch the progress of the campaign. Will 
the imported insects die off when they 
have slain the blackberries: which they 
attack, or will they find another source 
of sustenance, and multiply until they 
become a pest themselves?

CHANGES IN THE CONSTITUTION. 
' Outlining the new measures due. for 
introduction some weeks ago, I mentioned, 
among others, the Iptoxicating Liquor 
Bill, Shannon Distribution and Manage- 
ment Bill, and Broadcasting Bill, but 
dmitted to mention certain equally im- 
portant legislation, which I now learn is

The purpose of this legislation ‘is to 
amend the: Constitution in four or five 
different ‘respects. In all there will be 
four. amending bills, which will embody 
the recommendations made by the recent 
Committee on the Constitution 

The object of Constitution Amending 
No. 1 Bill is to extend the life of the Dail 
from four to five ycars. The provisions 
of this measure, it should ". mentioned, 
would not apply to the present Assembly, 
but to future ones. 


EXTERN MINISTERS. 

The second Amending Bill will deal 
with: matters affecting the position of 
extern Ministers. In effect, it will end 
the present unsatisfactory system whereby 
the Executive Council has no control over, 
or responsibility for, the executive utter- 
ances or actions of extern Ministers, while 
at the same time the Finance Minister (a 
member of the Executive Council) has of 
necessity to interest himself very closely 
in their activities. | 3 

The third Amending Bill proposes the 
abolition of the public holiday which the 
Electoral Act of 1923 prescribes must be 
proclaimed on the occasion of a general 
election~-that is, on polling day. 


THE SPEAKER'S SEAT. 

‘The fourth and last Amending Bill pro- 
poses that the Speaker of the Dail shall 
not be required to contest an election. In 
England the Speaker is returned un- 
opposed, bat the proportional representa- 
tion system offers difficulties in the way 
of similar procedure here. The new bill 
suggests a scheme whereby he will be 
elected by the retiring Dail, and, accord- 
ingly, be relieved of the necessity of fight- 
ing for a seat.

Conference to-day for the twelfth iime 
sinc3 if started its discussions. Meesrs. 
O'Higgins and McGilligan represented the 
Free State, and the principal business was 
the reception. of five short teports from 
the Geneval Economic Sub-Committee, 
which has nearly finished its labours. 

Two subjects are ontstanding—namely, 
the question of the immunity of State 
enterprises from taxation and the problem 
of. foreign traders in British countries. 
Both these reports are expected to he 
ready by the end of the preggnt week. 

The Conference also talked about 
Imperial defence Statements were made 
by Messrs. Mackenzie King, Bruce, Coates, 
Monroe, Hertzog, O'Higgins, and the 
Maharajah of Burdwan, and high appre- 
ciation was expressed by all these speakers 
of the arrangements that were made’ by 
the naval; air, and military authorities 
for the inspection of the latest develop- 
ments in fighting technique. 


NEW TANKS FOR IRELAND? 


From 


Special interest was shown in the lis- 
play of mechanical transport last Satur- 
day. The six-wheeled lorry, which can be 
converted easily into a kind of tank for the 
negotiation of difficult country, seems to 
have made a deep impression on the 
Dominion visitors, and several of them 
have expressed their interest in its com- 
mercial, as well as its military, possibili- 
ties. The representatives of India and the 
Crown Colonies, in which roads are not 
up to the European standard, are 
extremely keen on this type of vehicle, 
and last Saturday’s display at Camberley 
is likely to lead to a number of orders 
for machines of this kind.

IMPERIAL RELATIONS. 


The general work of the Inter-Imperial 
Relations Committee, I understand, is be- 
ginning at last to taper down to a point. 
The various matters which have been 
raised by the representatives of South 
Africa, Canada and the Free State have 
been discussed with care, and I heard 
to-day that an appreciable amount of pro- 
gress has been made. Nobody believes, of 
course, that any Dominion will be able to 
secure its maximum demands from the 
Conference, but none of them expected 
more than an approximation, and, if they 
get that, they will be satisfied. 

Fortunately, none of them has failed to 
recognise that the welfare of the Empire 
as a whole must come first, and conse- 
quently individual opinions at times have 
been sunk in the interests of the Common- 
wealth. The most hopeful feature of the 
whole business is the spirit of sincere co- 
operation that has been engendered by the 
round table discussions. | 

There is a real desire on every side to 
come to an agreement that will reconcile 
particular points of view with the general 
welfare of the Empire, and I hope that I 
shall not be misunderstood when I say 
that the Free State delegates have de- 
veloped an imperial outlook. This has no 
connection with the kind of Imperialism 
which expresses itself in Jingoism or flag 
wagging. It is ordinary ' horse sense.” The 
Free State attitude is perfectly logical. 
Ireland has accepted the Treaty. Her 
future lies within the Empire, and, there- 
fore, the obvious duty of every Irish 
citizen is to promote the Empire's interests 
to the fullest possible extent. 


SEPARATISM DEAD. 


This cannot be done by obstinate insist- 
ence on insular points of view, or by act- 
ing like the baby in “ Alice,” who “ only 
does it to annoy because he knows it 
teases.”’ 
prefer to call the Empire the Common- 
wealth, but that is a mere detail. Call it 
what you will, everybody knows what it 
stands for, and it is the idea that matters 
not the name. They are anxious to secure 
the greatest obtainable measure of 
autonomy within the Empire. 

They have every right to improve their 
position and to develop their nation’s 
powers to their maximum capacity, but 
the fact to be remembered in all criticism 
of their conduct in London is this— 
there is not “he slightest desire to break 
away from th» British connection.

HOT AND COAL WATER 
TO-DRIVE TURBINES.

A remarkable invention, by means ol 


power can be obtained from the sea, was 
described in a communicaton from two 
French scientists read before the Academie 
des Sciences this afternoon, and the Paris 
Press apparently attaches considerable im- 
portance to the announcement that Mr. 
George Clande, inventor of liquid air and 
synthetic ammonia, and M Boncherot pro- 
pose to produce power by utilising the 
difference of temperature between the ever- 
tepid surface waters of tropical seas and 
the -always exceedingly cold submarine 
waters. 

' Owing to the very dense current flowing 
from the Polar seas, such a process ap- | 
peared difficult because of the comparative 
slightness of the desparity of about twenty 
degrees. Nevertheless, the two men claim 
to have accomplished it by boiling the 
tepid surfaco water in a vacuum. 

They are stated, to have demonstrated 
to the Academy with what facility steam 
thus produced, the pressure of which is 
only 0.03 of that of the atmosphere, can 
be employed to drive steam turbines when 
it is drawn by the very high vacuum that 
can be maintained in the condenser by the 
cold submarine water. 

According .te the inventors, the work 
accomplished by the steam derived from 
such surface water is equal to the work 
which would be done by the same water 
falling from a height of one hundred 
metres. 

Such, it added, is the enormous 
energy that could be obtained from the 
sea in absolutely unlimited quantities at 
a rate of 400,000 kilowatts per 1,000 cubic 
metres of hot or cold water per second, 
while the installations would not cost 
any more than in the case of the most 
favourable waterfalls. 

The installations would, moreover, by 
their torrents of icy water furnish cold 
in immense quantities in conditions 
capable of counteracting the ardent heat 
and intense humidity which are among the 
scourges of tropical regions.

WELSH VALLEY FLOODS 
Bhat aie! 
GREAT DAMAGE TO 
PROPERTY. 


An Ebbw Vale message last night stated 
that the hopes. entertained early yester- 
day morning that the rain would cease 
and enable progress to be made towards 
meeting the damage caused by the land- 
slide at Cwm have been disappointed. 
The position there yesterday evening was 
regarded as being as serious as ever. 
Experts stated that the position was very 
serious, and that anything might happen. 
The immediate danger was that of the 
river becoming blocked, and so causing 
the flooding of the whole district. 

Several houses which were almost 
cleaned of water yesterday morning were 
again inundated to the extent of several 
feet. Rain fell in torrents all day, and 
was accompanied by high winds. Before 
midday the river was again in 
flood, carrying all before it. It again 
swept into Stewart street, and the posi- 
tion became as bad as at any time. 1 

While the water was subsiding, visits 
were paid to houses affected which could 
not be reached on Saturday, and the con- 
ditions which were revealed were de- 
plorable. Water and filth covered the 
entire premises, and much of the house- 
holders’ property was ruined. Men were 
trying to dry houses in Stewart street 
yesterday morning by lighting big fires, 
but before the work had proceeded very 
far a watchman employed to watch the 
river and the mountain rushed in and 
advised a hurried departure, as the river 
was rising rapidly.

CUSTOMS VALUATION. 


Among the reports issued to-day. is one on 
the valuation of goods for Customs purposes. 

“The Sub-Committee,’ it states, ‘* have 
discussed the question whether it is desirable 
that in valuing goods for Customs purposes 
in those parts of the Empire in which the 
duty is based on the domestic value of the 
goods in the country of export any amount 
allowed as drawback by the authorities of the 
exporting country should be excluded. Both 
the general question was raised and also the 
particular question, which appeared to be of 
the greater importance of deduction of draw- 
back (whether of Customs or of Excise duties)

To check the smuggling of arms and the 
enlisting of men by reputed agents of 
General Adolio de la Huerta, and the 
former adherents of General. Villa settled 
in the State of Chihuahua, the Federal 
Government is reinforcing the garrisons of 
Juarez and other places in the border 
States, and has increased to 100 soldiers, 
with machine-guns, each escort for trains 
from Nogales to places in the interior. 

General Fernandez, the former Chief of 
Staff to General Villa, is reported to have 
led a small band of insurgents from the 
United States into Chihuahua, but the 


‘Government claims to have destroyed this 


band already. 

A group of brigands or insurgents raided 
Banderilla, in the State of Vera Cruz, 
to-day, killed the garrison of 12 men, and 
sacked the town. A force of 500 Yaqui 
Indians, accompanied by white men, 
believed to be Americans, and using 
machine-guns, attacked some Federal 
troops near Ortiz, in the State of Sonora, 
on Saturday, and withdrew only after the 
Federal troops had been strongly rein- 
forced; but 500 other Federal troops are 
believed to have been destroyed by Yaquis, 
as no word has comé from.them since they 
started into the Yaqui Valley ten days 
ago. 

Federal’ forces are moving against the 
insurgents who recently invaded Mexico 
from Texas, and have established them- 
selves at. Hidalgo del Parral, in the State 
of Chihuahua.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The House of Commons was nearly 
empty this afternoon when the Speaker 
took the chair. 

Sir “W. Mitchell-Thomson, Postmaster- 
General, occupied over an hour in ex- 
plaiming the proposals of the Government 
in eónnection with the new Broadcasting 
Corpération which is to supersede the 
British Broadcasting Company at the end 
of thé present year. He was optimistic 
enough to think that at the end of the 
ten*years for which the charter is granted 
thesmew Corporation would have dis- 
charged its task with such efficiency that 
no, other form of organisation would be 
thought desirable. 

Jn anticipation of criticisms which are 
pretty. sure to be made in the course of 
thes discussion, the Postmaster-General 
said that the existing arrangements be- 
tween’ the British Broadcasting Company, 
the. news agencies and the Newspaper 
Society would be continued for a few 
months, to enable full discussion on this 
impertant subject to take place. The 
Government were of opinion that the pre- 
sent restriction on the dissemination of 
news ought to be removed, to some extent, 
at amy’ Fate, and, whilst it was not in- 
tended’ fo put the Corporation in a posi- 
tion of pfivilege in this respect, it ought, 
in his view, to be put in a position of 
equality. 

Dealing with the composition of the néw 
Corporation, he stated that Mr. J. ©. 
Reithl-would be the first Director-General, 
and generally the existing staff would be 
taker over. As to the salaries proposed 
to be paid to Lord Clarendon, the chair- 
man, and other Governors of the Corpora- 
tion, he asserted that they did not err 
upon tite side of generosity when the re- 
sponsibility placed upon them was taken 
into consideration. 


FINANCE. 
THE STATE’S CLAIM. 


As to finance, the Postmaster-General 
explained that there were on the 3lst of 
March last 1,964,000 licences in force, 
On October ólst this number had risen 
to 2,097,000, and it was estimated that 
by March 3lst next the total would reach 
the figure of 2,200,000. He did not 
admit for a moment that the State has 
no right to take part of the balance of 
revenue remaining aiter all expenses had 
been met. The State was conferring a 
valuable privilege which it would support 
with all its resources, and it was only 
reasonable that it should get some return. 
If the licences reached the estimated figure 
of 2,200,000, the Corporation would receive 
in its first financial year £805,000, and 
it was proposed that the State should 
retain £245,000. After two years the 
financial arrangement would be open to 
revision, 

The next point touched upon was the 
suggestion that the Corporation would be 
used for propaganda purposes. Nothing, 
said the Postmaster-General, was further 
from the facts. All that was intended was 
that, when it was considered necessary, 
broadcasting could be made the medium 
of giving publicity to important matters 
which were in charge of a Government 
department. There was an over-riding 
discretion given to the Postmaster-General 
to prohibit the Corporation from broad- 
casting, as their own opinion, views upon 
matters of public policy, and it was pro- 
posed to maintain the existing restrictions 
upon the broadcasting of matters which 
might give rise to religious, political, or 
industrial controversy. If, he went on, 
politics were allowed to become part of 
broadcasting it would never be free from 
politics. As to the suggestion which had 
been made, that the proceedings of Parlia- 
ment should be ‘broadcast,’ that was a 
matter which the House must decide for 
itself. 


POLITICAL SPEECHES. 


SHOULD THEY BE BROADCAST? 
Mr, W. Graham twitted the Postmaster- 
General upon the socialistic character of 
his proposals, After the speech that they 
had just listened it, it would be impossible 
for him to go to the country and talk 
about the Socialist menace. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Ellis Davies was in favour of the 
broadcasting of political speeches. He 
mentioned an oceasion when the services 
of a “Punch and Judy” show had to be 
requisitioned in order to draw an audience 
to listen to a political speaker. “II we 
cannot get audiences to meet us,” he said, 
“we ought to be able to get at them, willy- 
nilly, through broadcasting.’’ 

Captain Fraser was rather dubious as tu 
the wisdom of excluding controversial, 
matter altogether. There ought to be a 
happy medium between a purely negative 
policy and the broadcasting, say, of a 
speech from Mr. Saklatvala. 

Mr. Ammon was another speaker who 
favoured some controversial subjects as 
part of the programme of the new body. 
He suggested that a start should be made 
with the next Budget speech, and the main 
replies to it. 

Mr. Harney, so far from regarding the 
constitution of the new body as an experi- 
ment in Socialism, described it as a 
monopoly of the worst character. The in- 
dustry was still in its swaddling clothes, 
and it was seriously proposed that it 
should be stuck in monopolistic mud for 
ten years whilst the rest of the world was 
engaged in competitive effort. 

After further discussion the vote was 
agreed to without a division.

THE RAID DESCRIBED, 

Guard Beirne, barrack orderly, said: that 
Sergeant Fitzsimons returned to the station 
about 5.40 p.m., and at about six o'clock he 
saw the sergeant at tea in the mess room. 
Witness was in the day room, About 6.10 p.m. 
there came a knock at the door, and when 
witness went to answer it he asked, '' Who is 
there” There was a reply in a man’s voice, 
‘Tt is all right.” The witness opened the 
door and saw three armed men outside. The 
man nearest to the door had a cover across 
the lower part of his face; it was like a 
handkerchief. This man presented ‘a revolver 
to the witness and said, “‘ Hands up.’ The 
witness did not comply, but made a grab at 
the revolver and knocked it from the mans 
hand, the weapon falling to the ground. The 
witness endeavoured to slam the door. The 
other two men were not disguised; they had 
revoivers. The three men rushed the witness 
into the day room, the door of which the 
witness banged before he passed through the 
mess room into the kitchen. The witness did 
not remember seeing the sergeant in the ‘mess 
room at the time, but knew that he had been 
there at tea time. When he closed the 
kitchen door he heard a shot and the break- 
ing of delph. He stayed at the kitchen door 
and the other Guards went out to the back- 
yard. The witness subsequently followed the 
other Guards, and sive ha returned to the 
barrack, again and opened the kitchen door 
he saw the sergeant lying on his back. — 

Guard McAlary corroborated the evidence 
of Guard Beirne. The witness gal out by the 
back kitchen and on to the Ballyhooly road, 
and went to the military barracks for assist- 
ance. He saw three men standing at the 
Guards’ barrack door. 

A CIVILIAN WITNESS. 

Frank Morrison, Ardnagreena, St. Luke's, 
stated that he had a garage next door to the 
Guards’ station. Shortly after six o’clock he 
backed his motor car from his own door to 
the off side of the road, opposite the barrack. 
He thought that he heard a shot, and got 
out of the car and crossed the road towards 
the garage, and saw the barrack door open 
and the sergeant lying inside. He saw a 
civilian coming, down along the other side. 

Had you a conversation with him?— Yes, 
and the two of us went into the barrack hall. 
The witness subsequently went for medical 
assistance. 

Before you started to back the car from 
your own house did you observe any strangers 
standing sround'—Yes; opposite the barrack 
1] saw a man standing on the off-side of the 
road. When J crossed the road I saw one 
man running down towards St. Luke’s and 
the other man running towards Dillon’s Cross.

The delay in connection with the 
delivery of the principal English mail in 
Belfast was again discussed by the Belfast 
Chamber of Trade yesterday, when a 
strong feeling was expressed in favour of 
the Kingstown and Holyhead route. 

POSTMASTER’S LETTER. 

A letter was read from the Postmasters 
| Surveyor of Belfast (Mr. T. MacDowell) 
relative to complainte regarding the in- 
clusion of the Fleetwood mail in the 
second delivery when the arrival of the 
} steamer was so late that the packets could 
not be included in the first delivery. Sug- 
gestions had been made, he said, that the 
‘first delivery should be held back until the 
Fleetwood. mail could be incorporated in 
it. He explained that, exclusive of the 
Fleetwood mails, the first delivery com- 
prised about 73,000 items, composed of 


| Irish night mails and residue of English 


mails: Most of those were for business 
houses, and many were for travellers and 
agents resident in the suburbs.. To delay 
delivery of those in the manner suggested 
would cause widespread complaint. The 
first delivery force did not finish in time 
for a further delivery before 10.45 a.m., 
and, if it were desired that a delivery of 
the Fleetwood mails should start at about 
9 a.m., it would be necessary to appro- 
priate for that purpose postmen scheduled 
for the 2 p.m. delivery. 

That could be done on the understanding 
that the 2 p.m. delivery should cease for 
the time being, the nine o'clock delivery 
being restricted to the central business 
atea, roughly defined by the end of the 1d. 
stages on the trams. To afford a special 
delivery of the Fleetwood mails in addi- 
tion to the existing deliveries would 
necessitate the employment of an addi- 
tional force, which could not be enter- 
tained. He asked, under the circum- 
stances, if the Chamber of Trade would 
be willing to have the 2 p.m. delivery 
suspended in favour of the proposed 
arrangement. Owing to the late arrivals 
it was rarely possible to despatch the post- 
men on delivery of letters, etc., received 
via Stranraer before 11.40 a.m., and, 
taking advantage of that, it was proposed 
(if general opinion was in favour of the 
temporary institution of a restricted 9.0 
a.m. delivery and the temporary cessation 
af the 2.0 p.m. delivery) to fix the 
scheduled hour of commencing the delivery 
of the Stranraer letters at 11.45 a.m., so 
that letters received at the head office 
from many places in Northern Ireland 
about 11.0 a.m. might be included. That 
would considerably reduce the incon- 
venience arising from the cessation of the 
2.0 p.m. delivery. Those proposals had 
also been placed before the Belfast 
Chamber of Commerce, the Belfast Cor- 
poration, and the Wholesale Merchants’ 
Association. 

PRESIDENT'S OPINION, 

The President (Mr. James Price) said that 
the matter was before the Business Com- 
mittee, who had appointed a small committee 
to wait on the Postmaster. 
Hardy, who hed made extensive “oe “á 
tions, had mada an important statement be- 
fore a recent meeting. He thought the Busi- 
ness Committee wére against the dropping of 
the 2 o'clock delivery..

Mr. W. J. Marshall, J.P., said that he pre- 
viously opposed reversion to the Kingstown 
route in the hope some of the other com- 
panies would have made a move to give 
them the same facilities. They had not done 
so, and it seemed to him that there was no 
alternative but to go back to the other. 

Councillor 8. D. Cheyne said their feeling 
was of regret that the other routes could not 
give them the same facilities.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“ LES MISERABLES.”’ 


Victor Hugo’s “Les Miserables has 
justly been regarded as one of the greatast 
uman stories ever written, and countless 
readers have been stirred by its grim recital 
of the conditions of life in France during that 
very troubled decade or two following the 
downfall of Napoleon. The story teems with 
incidents that lend themselves readily to por. 
trayal on the film, and in the film, which is 

roduced simultaneously this week at the 
trand Central Cinema and the Tivoli Theatre, 
Dublin, there is an opportunity to see how 
very faithfully the action and theme of the 
original story have been preserved. The pro- 
duction is entirely in the hands of French 
actorg and actresses, and all the scenes are 
laid in France, so that initially there is the 
correct foundation for the story. The closest 
attention has been devoted to reflection of the 
manners, customs and fashions of the period. 

The work is divided into two parts, en- 
titled *‘ The Soul of Humanity ” and “ The 
Barricades.’’ The former of these deals with 
that portion of the book which relates to the 
earlier history of Jean Valjean, his sentence 
to imprisonment fer stealing bread, his con- 
vict life, mercifully touched on very lightly, 
and his subsequent return. Very beautifully 
there is worked in the character of old Abbé, 
Monsignor Myriel, his hospitality to the 
convict, and the latter’s regeneration. With 
perfect fidelity the film takes one through 
the succeeding stages of the ex-convict's life, 
his assumption of the name of Monsieur 
Madeleine, and his continued progress until 
he is eiected Mayor of Montrenil. The un- 
happy story of Fantine is brought out with 
all its misery and pathos. 

The acting is on a high leve) of excellence. 
Gabriel Gabrio figures as Jean Valjean, and 
later as Monsieur Madeleine. 
of splendid physique, and has made a 
thorough study of the subject. He bears the 
brunt of the story, and his presentation of 
the part is very striking. Jean Toulout also 
is wonderful in his study of the sinister 
figure of the police spy, who is a slave to

Sin,—One point was omitted by Mr. Eason 
and your correspondents as contributing to 
the ere condition of the printing trade 
in Dublin, and it seems to me to i; the 
main factor in causing unemployment in the 
craft, apart from the death of two daily 
newspapers—the Ezpress and the Freeman. 

The Typographical Association pressed the 
employers for increased wages, the demand 
being in excess of those of any other city 
in the United Kingdom, so that the men 
now receive, I am teld, four guineas or 
thereabouts per w for a week of onl 
forty-four hours. ether these extra high 
wages—necessitating higher wages for fore- 
men and overseers for a week of forty- 
four or forty-eight hours, as in other places, 
does not much matter here. The point is 
that they are so excessive as to produce 
prices for printing in excess of those of 
other towns, , 

If printing were produced as cheaply in 
Dublin as in Belfast or Cork, there would 
be more work in Dublin, It would not 
pay a Belfast house to keep a traveller going 
round Dublin daily. looking for and receiv- 
ing orders. Belfast has gone ahead in the 
matter of artistic and commercial printing; 
but, notwithstanding the advantages of 
modern methods, it has not surpassed, if 
even it has equalled, the letterpress 
book-printing produced by the late Mr. 
Michael Gill at the University Press, in 
Trinity College, on the old hand press. 
Aware of the fact that prices are of neces- 
sity — in Dublin than in other places, 
the ypographical Association tries to 
bolst.r up its, position by obtaining protec- 
tion, which would inevitably lead to higher 
prices than ever. Dublin cannot Prem as: 
with Belfast in certain classes of printing for 
style, novelty, and finish, and it has not a 
good reputation for punctuality and s : 
One Dublin gentleman told me that he 
could get certain work printed off outside 
of Dublin long before he could get a proof 
from a Dublin house. 

I take it as a matter of course that what 
I am stating would be denied, and I could 
giv> names but that it would not be desir- 
able. If Dublin houses are up-to-date, why 
Is i, that the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany have for years sent) their work to 
Belfast instead of getting it done beside 
their own offices ? 

Dublin has some good printing works and 
some good men, I would expect, but general 
commercial houses are getting less printing 
executed. The high cost of postage re- 
presses enterprise; the bad times and the 
coal strike have affected every business, and 
printing among them. I much regret that

despatch. What actually happens at many, 
if not all, stations “here is that the grower 
ets an order to | & wagon on @ certain 
ay, and does so, but has no idea how much 
weight he has loaded, and has te trust to the 
sugar company to weigh it at Carlow. We 
are asked to pay 4d. a ton to ensure ‘that 
the company weighs our produce honestly. 
[ understand from one of the directors that 
in England only one penny per ton is charged. 
They have had ampls time to see to weighing 
facilities at every station. | am all in 
favour of the sugar-beet crop, and think it 
will be the saving of farming if it is properly 
carried out. but I thiak the authorities should 
seo that the ‘breve, Belges”* carry out 
their share of the contract. 

I would gladly pay an expert to come here 
for a week or so to teach my men the proper 
way ‘to lift and snag, etc. We have had a 
very few so-called “ demonstrations,’’ which 
taught us very little; and I would suggest that 
arrangements be made next year for special 
imstruetors to come over and hold classes 
in this most important work—talk is no good. 
The men need actual experience, and, as far 
as I have seeu, take just three to four times 
the necessary amount of time and labour to 
do the job: and in this sugar beet crop, 
labour is by far the biggest item. If I could 
be certain of having my beet weighed in my 
presence at the railway station I would gladly 
deuble my acreage.—Yours, etc.,

ISRAEL’S IDENTITY. 

Mr. John Leech, M.A., K.C., delivered the 
first of a series of lectures in the Diocesan 
Hall, Baggot street, Dublin, yesterday, deal- 
ing with ‘‘ The Historical Proof of Israel's 
Identity."

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THE ABSENT PRISONER. 
CO. CORK MURDER CHARGE. 


During the hearing of a charge of murder 
at Midleton, Co. Cork, yesterday, the Justice, 
grancing around the court, was astonished to 
see the dock untenanted. : 

““Is it possible,” he exclaimed, “ that the 
prisoner is not here? Really I shall have to 
hold somebody responsible.” 

The Defending Solicitor—I don’t blame you 
a scrap.

A police officer left the court, and returned 
with the prisoner, who was thereupon placed 
in the dock. 

The incident occurred during the hearing of 
the case in which Michael Manning, farmer, 
Ballylanders, is charged with the murder of 
Edmond Donovan, tailor, Ballyrobin, Cloyne, 
on the Sed ult. 

Mrs. Donovan gave evidence that her 
husband was evicted from land which was 
afterwards sold to a man named James 
Walsh, who later on was responsible for send- 
ing her husband to jail for a month for break- 
ing the peace. When hé came out of jail 
her husband began writing letters to engine- 
owners warning them not to thresh for 
Walsh. 

Having described the incidents on the night 
of the murder (already published) the witness 
said that she was speaking to her husband 
outside their house only a few minutes when 
a shot was fired. After the second shot she 
saw three men cross the road and go over a 
One of them was the accused, and 
the others were strangers.

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VICTORIA CASTLE FIRE. 


DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT 
£7,000. 

Only the walls of Victoria Castle, Killiney, 
have been left standing after the fire which 
broke out there on Sunday night. The fire 
was first observed at about 10.50 p.m., when 
Guard John Nolan was passing the house gate 
in Lower Killiney road. He heard a cry of 
“ Fire,” and he tried to enter the house by 
the back door, but the smoke drove him back. 
He got. in by another way, however, and saw 
fire in a narrow passage at the back of the 
building. He and others tried to extinguish 
it with buckets of water. 

In the meantime the cook had alarmed the 
owner of the house, Mr. Wilmot Lloyd, and 
his wife and children, who had retired for the 
night. They rushed down without dressing, 
and while Mr. Lloyd tried to save some 
valuables, Mrs. Lloyd and the children were 
taken to a friend’s house. Guard Nolan had 
got the gas cut off, and from Killiney Post 
Office he communicated with Dalkey Civic 
Guard station, who called out the local fire 
brigade. It was impossible to salve much 
from the fire owing to smoke. 

By 11.30 p.m. the fire brigades of Killiney, 
Dalkey and Blackrock were at work, but the 
flames had .gained a hold and they found it 
impossible to control them. The work of the 
brigades was greatly impeded by the distance 
of a hydrant. ‘The Dalkey and Killiney 
brigades found that they had to link up hoses 
in order to reach the nearest hydrant. A 
high wind helped the fire and by four o'clock 
in the morning the roof of the castle haa 
fallen in and the interior of the building was 
demolished. . 

MISS REDMOND'S EXPERIENCE. 

Miss Redmond, the cook, who was in the 
kitchen at the time of the outbreak, said that 
she first. noticed the gas light becoming dim 
and then heard a noise of fire in the passage 
outside. She opened the door, and in a 
passage leading to the yard saw a gas jet 
alight and lighted gas flaming from a pipe 
near the jet. The fire spread quickly and 
caught the wooden casing round a botler. 
She and Miss Dwyer, the housemaid, raised 
the alarm. : 

Mr. Wilmot Lloyd, who is a solicitor and 
land agent, with offices at 55 Kildare street, 
Dublin, estimates-the damage at between 
£7,000 and £8,000. When the cook ran up- 
stairs shouting that the house was afire he 
and the family had only just retired. They 
ran down in their night clothes, rescued the 
children and the house dogs, and put them in 
safety. Owing to the thick volumes of smoke 
which came from the basement it was found 
impossible to save much that was of value. 
Among many paintings destroyéd were the 
portraits of two former Provosts of Trinity 
College, Dublin, who were ancestors of Mr. 
Lloyd. 

Victoria Castle was an ornamental feature 
of Killiney Hill. Seen from the Bray side, 
with its embattled turrets of white stone. 
standing out in contrast with the green and 
gorse of the hillside, it was very picturesque. 
Now the castle’s exterior walls alone are 
standing. i

IRISH BUTTER AND! 
CHEESE EXPORTS. 


CAUSESOF THE DECLINE} 
ormtenomerend  ictamenacitents 


“If the Irish Free State is even to re- 
tain its present position in a severely com- 
petitive market, the whole body of 
producers must attain efficiency by adopt- 
ing methods which world-wide experience 
has shown to be needful,” states the 
fourth report of the Imperial Committee 
on the Preparation and Marketing of 
Foodstuffs Produced Within the Empire, 
quoted in the /rish Trade Journal, just 
issued. Dealing with the dairying industry 
in the Irish Free State, the report says :— 

““ According to the census of production of 
1912-1915, the total production of butter, 
milk, cream and cheese in Ireland was valued 
at £12,360,000, or 22 per cent. of the total 
agricultural income at that time. The maxi- 
mum export of butter from Ireland was 
reached in 1914, when ,000 cwts. were 
shi ; Of this, it is estimated that about 
710, ewts. were from the Trish Free State. 
In 1925, exports from the Free State were 
only 402,000 cwts. The various causes of 
this decline include increased home consump: 
tion consequent on a higher standard of liv- 
ing, lack during the war of imported mar- 
garine and American bacon, and the failure 
vf external butter supplies previously relied 
upon during the winter season. <A further 
cause was the high prices of store and beef 
cattle during the period of food control and 
for some time afterwards, These prices 
tempted the farmer to part with good mileh 
stock, which were replaced by inferior 
animals as breeding stock. 

MILK PRODUCTION. 

“Free State legislation aims at securing a 
general high standard of manufacture and a 
guarantee of quality. for exported butter. 
Further, action, legislative and administra- 
tive, has been taken to increase and improve 
the milk supply. The Committee was satis- 
fied that it would be easy to increase milk 
production by upwards of 50 per cent. merely 
hy excluding cows ascertained to be inferior, 
and by substituting average animals. In 
some cases the yield of butter fat has been 
increased in a few years by 100 per cent. 

“Creamery butter at present amounts to 
approximately 70 per cent. of the total ¢x- 
port; factory or blended butter makes 25 
per cent. and farmers’ butter 5 per cent. Ex- 
ports of factory and farmers’ butter will in 
all probability tend to decrease. Evidenre 
before the Committee suggested that Irish 
producers should concentrate on sending to 
the United Kingdom only the best quality, 
and on extending the production season to 
the maximum.’ 

CHEESE-MAKING. 

With regard to cheese-making, the report 
refers to the fact that in 1914 9,400 cwts. of 
cheese were shipped from the Free State. 
In 1919 the export rose to, 286,000 ewts.. bat 
in 1925 it dropped to 4.300 cwts. This. it 
Is stated, was due to the production of a 
cheese that could not compete with overseas 
and .British supplies. There are possibilities, 
the report concludes. of development in this 
trade if a quick ripening cheese could be 
made, which more distant countries could not 
supply. 

The report points out that hitherto Irish 
producers have not profited by their nearness 
to the British market, and urges the import- 
ance of a better system of marketing. The 
evidence before the Committee did not justify 
an opinion regarding the extension of winter 
dairying.

CHARGE AGAINST FORMER 


PRISON GOVERNOR. 

At the London Mansion House Police Cogrt 
yesterday, Major Frederick W. Hastings 
Blake, a former Governor of Pentonville 
Prison, was committed for trial on a sum- 
mons charging him with alleged contrayen- 
tion of the Official Secrets Act in supplying 
information to the London Zrening News.

The prose- 
cution, counsel said, was brought for the 
purpose of establishing once and for all that 
persons in confidential positions under the 
Crown who received information in their 
official capacity and subsequently published 
it were liable, if in the service, to be dealt 
with for a breach of the regulations, and if 


‘they did it after leaving the service were 


liable to be prosecuted for a criminal offence 
Bail was allowed to Major Blake on his 
own recognisances of £100. 


SOLOMON RECITAL,

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY’S 
CHAMBER MUSIC. 


When Solomon at the Royal Dublin 
Society's chamber music recital yesterday 
changed his programme and introduced the 
Chopin Funeral March Sonata he struck a 
responsive note in the heart of every one in 
the audience. As the pianist played the 
opening chords of the funeral march the 
audience rose and remained standing. 

In such an atmosphere the music was 
something more than music—it was a sincere 
expression of sympathy with Mr. Edward 
Bohane, the director of the Society, in the 
bereavement he has suffered in the death of 
Mrs. Bohaue on Sunday last. It was the 
most appropriate vote of condolence which 
the Society could have passed to one who has 
done so much to bring its chamber music 
recitals to their present plane. 

The pleasure whioh Solomon gave on the 
occasion of hig previous visits was reflected in 
the fer ze attendances at both recitals yester- 
day. a the afternoon the number present 
was 1,787, and at night it was 1,007. The 
increase at the night performance was gratify- 
ing. There was Tittle to choose between the 
two programmes. Both were interesting, and 
reflected in their order the development of 
— music. Bach, Haydn, Beethoven, 
Schumann, tra Debussy and Albeniz. 

The great charm of Solomon is that he 
does not strain unduly after effects; there 
is no abuse of the instrument. He woos by 
subtle touch and soft persuasion rather than 
by more vigorous methods, His playing cf 
the Chopin competitions was brilliant. It 
reflected the refined romantic spirit of Chopin, 
and revealed Solomon's own perfect sympathy 
with the delicate phases of the music. Even 
when, as in the reeuse (Op. 59), he was 
playing those difficult chromatio runs, and 
ingering at a very great speed, he neither 
sacrificed beauty of tone nor clouded the 
delicate sense of expression. The Haydn 
Sonuta in D Major, played earlier in the 
afternoon, was also a beautifully shaded work, 
in which one marvelled at the delicacy of 
touch and the sense of phrasing. The Bach 
Chorale, -“ Sleepers, Awake!’’ with which the 
recital opened, was less impressive. The 
group by Albeniz, which conciuded the after- 
noon recital, formed a sharp contrast. Here 
the pianist was somewhat more vigorous, but 
not too excessive, and he caught the peculiar 
semi-barbaric atmosphere of the Spanish 
music, 

At night the programme included Bach, 
Beethoven, Schumann, Debussy and Chopin, 
Again one was impressed by the interpretative 
powers of the pianist, particularly in the 
Beethoven Sonata in © Major. The playing: 
of Schumann's Carnaval (Op. 9) was wonder-. 
fully descriptive, and one followed with keen 
interest the evolutions of the masqueraders 
whom Schumann introduced in these scenes. 

A group by Debussy included La Cathedrale 
Engloutie, and La Fille au Cheveux de Lin, 
The opening papests of the former were 
striking, and later the treatment of the theme 
on the bass brought out realistically a great 
organ tone. La Fille au Cheveux de Lin was 
as dainty as Burns's girl of the flaxen hair. 

The recital closed with three Chopin pieces, 
the last of which—the familiar Scherzo in 
B Flat Minor—renewed our wonder at 
Solomon's great executive power.

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MARKETING OF CALVES. 


INTERESTING CASE IN WICKLOW. 

A case of considerable importance io 
farmers was heard by Judge Doyle at the 
Wicklow Circuit Court yesterday, when Cyril 
V. Ruskell, farmer, Templerainey, appealed 
against a conviction and fine of one guinea, 
imposed at Arklow District Court, for cruelty 
to a calf, by reason of the way in which it 
had been tied at the local fair. 

John Jones, an inspector of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, stated 
that at the Arklow fair on the 14th September 
ast he noticed a calf struggling in a sack in 
a cart, and on investigating found that it had 
been tied from the hind legs round the neck. 
It was evidently in pain. After three-quarters 
of an hour the defendant came up to the cart 
and admitted that it was his calf. He refused 
to give his name, and when told that the 
witness was an inspector, said; “To h— with 
the Free\State."" (Laughter.) The witness 
held that & creel, not a bag, should be used 
for the marketing of calves, 

The defendant said that he always brought 
his calves to fairs tied up in a bag, and it wag 
the most humane way. <A young calf had te 
be put uuder restraint, and protected from 
cold and rain. In oreels they were liable 
to get cold and be knocked about. The bag 
method was the method which he had always 
seen adopted in Co. Wicklow, 

George Kearon, who demonstrated 
system of tying the calf; Roy Kearon, who 
said that four calves carried since this prose. 
cution in a creel caught colds and became 
depreciated in value; J. Stringer and Michael 
Tyner, all farmers, who had seen the calf in 
the fair, strongly advocated the bag as 
against the el. They declared that the 
calf was not in pain, but sleeping comfort. 
ably; but another man's calf in the same cat 
was uncomfortably tied, and they believed 
that Mr. Jones made an error. 

Recalled, the inspector said that he made 
no error, as Ruskell had pointed him out 
bis calf. 

C, Mernagh, veterinary surgeon, Gorey, 
held that the sack method was the humane 
way of restraining and protecting a young 
calf, and said that in Gorey, since a prosecus 
tion last year, calves brought into the faie 
in creels were frequently catching cold. 
Judge Doyle said that there was no attack 
made in the case by the prosecution on thé 
system of marketing..
